The announcement that.Chicago may now be regarded as 


a seaport, it being possible to send ocean-going vessels from 
that city through canals and .lakes lo Montreal ami thence 
across the Atlantic, must be v|ry;welconic to the West and 
Northwest, which produce such'vast quantities ol grains ami 
provisions for export. 
11 mcaiiif a substantial shortening of 


the distance these products will have lo be earned, and every- 
body knows that water transportation is the cheapest in.the 
world 
These ate factors which must mean much lo the great 


wheat corn and beef producing sections of the country. 


The first occan-liner to be loaded al Chicago left that port 


recently loaded with meats and provisions, bound for Liver- 
pool 
This was made possible by Canadian enterprise, which 


has established a system of canals which in connection with 
the great lakes opens a road for water transportation from the 
bean of the United States to the ports of I-urope. 


The route from Chicago is through Lake Michigan and into 


I ake Huron by the Straits of Mackinaw, (hence through Lake 
St Glair and the Detroit River into Lake I-lie, from 
I here 


through the Welland Canal into Lake Ontario, through the 
! achine Canal, which carries (he vessels around the S.I, 
Law- 


rence Rapids and into the St. Lawrence River near Monlreal. 
So great is the importance of this inland waterway lo the 
Atlantic coast that it is said the Germans during the late war 
undo took unsuccessfully lo disrupt it by destroying the 
Welland Canal, a mosl important link in the chain, whose pro- 
moters when il was built had in mind the possibilities lhal are 
now to be related. The route is said lo be '150 miles shorter 
ihan it would be by way of New York, aud it is predicted that 
unless the rivalry" is adequately me! the great bulk ot ship- 
ments from the Northwest lo Europe will go through Canada.

by what rbule their products are carried to Europe, so long as 
it is Hie shorlesi and cheapest, but (he United States ports will 
regre.t lo see business Ihus diverted.

business arid one that will be of immense value lo shippers, 
eve nif some of the Atlantic ports lose some ot (he Irallic they 
have been handling. 


Thus does development go on. One big thing follows an- 


other and it is a pleasure lo contemplate these conquests of 
peace. While certain localities may suiter temporarily by the 
deflection of a part of the traffic they have had, the country as 
:i whole should be bencljled by the cheapening of transporta- 
tion from the western grain fields lo (he ports of Europe, even 
though the ships lake the ocean al a Canadian port instead ol 
Irom Ihe various Uniled Slates cities that would be glad lo 
accommodate the Iraflic.
